At the first August meeting of the 


Hope council at the city hall Tuesday 
night Alderman E. P. Young gave a 
brief report on the opening meeting o! 
the Gas Consumers Committee anc 
the progress made when the committee 
met with the State Utilities Commis- 
sion at Litlle Rock last week on the 
probability of getting a lower gas rate 
for Hope. 


The council then passed a resolution 


to advance to the committee $500 to 
defray expenses of the gas rate fight. 


Reports were heard from the fire 


department, the Water & Light Plan 
and the police department for activities 
during the month of July. 


A resolution was adopted to make al 


electrical rates to churches and re 
ligious organizations equal. 


A motion was passed on the recom 


mendation of the Water & Light Plan 
Manager C. O. Thomas to a-epair dam 
age done to the drainage system anc 
build a storm sewer on Fulton stree 
at an estimated cost of 5150. 


The Cemetery association asked tin 


city tor a donation of $75 to add ti 
$325 already in Ihc associalion's treas 
ury for the purpose of construcling i 
small building for a lool shed on the 
north side of the cemetery. The coun- 
cil recommended this with the pro- 
vision that contracls be handled by 
Ihe cily attorney and that specifica- 
tions be checked by the city engineer. 


The council voted to raise the salary 


of the two employes who distribute oil 
over ditches and wet places in the 
city. Their salaries were raised from 
$50 to $65 pei- month during the months 
of August and September only. 


The council agreed to allow $25 per 


month to continue the syphilis cam- 
paign, now being carried on in the city, 
until December 31. 1940. This was 
given with instructions that the num- 
ber of cases located be reported to 
the council.

Germany Showed Way 


The manufacture of synthetic rub- 


ber is not new. Germany, well re- 
membering her World War rubber 
shortage, has produced a butadine- 
saye rubber for some time. She was 
able to announce in 1938 that all 
tires made in the Reich that year 
would be synthetic. 


In the U. S., past experimention 


las borne such rubber-like * synthe- 
jcs as Du Font's neoprene, Good- 
year's pliofilm,. Goodrich's koroseal, 
and others. 


The Department of Agriculture, with 


moderate success, has carried on ex- 
Jeriments^for several years with rub- 
ber-bearing 
native plants, such as 


-joldenrod, guayule (native to Texas 


and California) and a xariety of trans- 
planted natural rubber trees. 


But in 1939 only 1700 tons of na- 


tive and synthetic rubber was used 
in America. This compares with 592,- 
000 tons of natural rubber, or about 
60 per cent of the total world sup- 
ply. 


Two main problems have held up 


American synthetic rubber develop- 
ment, though every major manufac- 
turer has carried 
on research for 


many years. 


First problem in cost. Even the new 


synthetics, such as Goodrich's "Ameri- 
pol," cost about 65 cents a pound, 
compared to natural rubber's.present 
market price of 20 cents. 


Secondly, no one of the synthetics 


is useful for all lypes of rubber 
product,, as is latex, the "rubber milk" 
rapped from the para tree. Thus 
many past synthetics were not use- 
able for tires and tubes, which ac- 


count for about 75 per cent of all 
rubber used in the U. S. 


Despite these problems and because 


of rubber's importance in national de- 
fense, Goodrich, Standard Oil, and 
Firestone have decided 
to market 


their synthetics now in hopes 
of1 


stimulating production; thereby de- 
creasing cost, increasing quality. 


New Plants Stalling 


By fall, Goodrich will have an Ak- 


ron, O., plant with a daily capacity 
of several tons of tire-useful "Ameri- 
pol." 
\ 


Standard Oil is building a plant at 


its great Baton Rouge, La., refiner- 
ies with a daily "buna" capacity of 
five tons. 


Firestone, working with oil com- 


pany on "buna," has started a pilot 
plant producing both "buna N" (for 
many specialty rubber 
goocls) -and 


"buna S" (for tires). 
,. 


And Standard Oil is also running 


a small pilot plant at Bay way, "N. J. 
testing manufacture of "butyl," also 
useful for tires. 


Including some 85,000 tons of na- 


tural rubber the U. S. Army has 
bartered for from Britain, and re- 
claimed rubber( which in 1939 ac- 
counted for 32 per cenl of U. S. rub- 
ber manufaclures), America has now 
probably enough rubber lo fill a 
full year's needs.

Many informed rubber men strong- 


ly doubt the claim of some synthetic 
makers that, should the need arise, the 
U. S. could become self-sufficient, on 
synthetic rubber in this one year's 
time.

Radio Once Seemed Incredible 


Yes, 
it is highly likely that tele- 


pathy will play an important role 
in the world of the future. Thai 
may seem an exlravagant prophecy 
to one unaware of the great pro- 
gress made lately in scientific in- 
vestigation of the ability of many 
persons to obtain accurate informat- 
ion without the use of their ordin- 
ary senses. 


I was a confirmed skeptic about the 


existence of telepathy, or mind-read- 
ing, or clairvoyance, or second sight, 
or psychic phenomena, or anything 
of the sort, but several years of care- 
ful study and experimentation, as des- 
cribed in my new book, "Beyond 
the Senses," convinced me that all 
these supposed occult powers are 
only various forms of a sort of sup- 
er-sense ability possessed by a num- 
ber of people.

, morce, through Mr. *Bowen. 
' Neither the Highway Department 
of Arkansas nor the Highway De- 
partment of Louisiana have sub- 
mitted a project or initiated a 
movement, for the improvement 
of Highway 29. We secured the 
inclusion of State Highway No. 29 
in the improved system of high- 
ways, and made it eligible for 
Improvement with Federal Funds. 


Under Federal legislation, the 


initiative in proposing improve- 
ments on Highway 29- must be by 
the Stale Highway Departments of 
Arkansas mid Louisiana. After the 
project for the work has been in- 
iliated and .submitted by the Slale 
Highway Departments lo the bu- 
reau of public roads in Washing- 
ton, The bureau will then consider 
the matter. I am informed by this 
Bureun that neither of the Iwo 
Highway Deparlments have sub- 
mitted a project Coi- work on High- 
way 29. The Bureau of Roads 
cannot and will not act until that 
be done. 


Possibly failure 
to commence 


work project on Highway 29 is 
due or has been due to luck of 
funds.

I have no jurisdiction; neither has

As the project must be started 


down there and through the High- 
way Departments of Arkansas and 
Louisiana, wish to advise as soon 
as that is done, 1 shall be active 
and diligent in rendering all the 
assistance I can here in obtain 
ing the approval of the Bureau 
of Roads.
